2018 CAL SPRING FOOTBALL NOTES 


e Cal has 88 players on its 2018 spring football roster 
including 33 with starting experience that played in a 
combined 351 games with 208 starts in 2017. On offense, 
Cal has 17 players that played in 176 games and started 
119 contests in 2017. The defensive side of the ball has 13 
players that participated in 149 contests with 89 starts a 
year ago. Three specialists that were essentially the starters 
in a combined 26 games last season also return although 
specialists are not technically credited with starts. 


e Cal is slated to return 17 offensive players that started 
a combined total of 118 contests in 2017 while losing only 
four that made 15 starts a year ago. All told, Cal’s returning 
players on offense combined for 100% of the team’s 3107 
passing yards, 81.4% of its 3107 receiving yards and 68.1% 
of its rushing yards in 2017. 


e Running back Patrick Laird was one of 10 national 
semifinalsts for the 2017 Burlsworth Trophy awarded 
annually to the nation’s most outstanding football player 
who began his career as a walk-on. Laird earned honorable 
mention All-Pac-12 honors in 2017 and was also a first-team 
Pac-12 All-Academic pick in addition to finding a spot on 
the CoSIDA Academic All-District® 8 squad. He ranks 12th 
among the nation’s leading returning rushers with his 102.5 
rushing yards per game while his 1,127 total rushing yards 
check in at 19th. 


e The combined 123 catches in 2017 by returning wide 
receivers Vic Wharton Ill (67-871, 5 TD) and Kanawai Noa 
(56-788, 4 TD) rank third among all returning FBS duos 
while their 1,659 yards receiving are seventh. Wharton’s 67 
receptions were ninth in school history. 


e Quarterback Ross Bowers is the Pac-12’s leading returner 
in passing yardage after throwing for 3039 yards in 2017 to 
rank sixth on the Bears’ all-time single-season list. 


e Cal made its most dramatic statistical improvements in 
2017 on defense, where the Bears allowed 14.2 points fewer 
per contest than the previous season, giving up only 28.4 
points per game allowing 42.6 in 2016 the season before the 
arrival of head coach Justin Wilcox in 2017. Much of the 2017 
team’s success came from its big-play ability on defense. Cal 
ranked among the nation’s best for much of the season in 
nearly every defensive category related to turnovers before 
finishing tied for 21st in defensive touchdowns (4), tied for 
27th in fumbles recovered (10), tied for 29th in turnovers 
gained (24) and tied for 32nd in passes intercepted (14). 
Cal’s seven takeaways in a 37-3 win over then No. 8/9 
Washington State equaled the second-most by an FBS team 
in 2017 with the Bears’ 9.0 sacks in the contest the most by 
a Cal team since 2005. The 2017 Cal defense had better 
total numbers and rankings than the 2016 squad in 14 of the 
primary 15 team defensive statistics tracked by the NCAA. 
Equally impressive was the Bears’ average improvement in 
the national rankings of just under 40 spots per category in 
those 15 defensive statistics. 


e Cal has 11 of its top 14 tacklers from 2017 returning in 
2018 including last year’s team leaders in tackles (Jordan 
Kunaszyk, 74), tackles for loss (Alex Funches, 10.5) and 
pass breakups (Camryn Bynum 8), as well as those that 
shared the team lead in interceptions (Bynum/Kunaszyk, 2) 
and forced fumbles (Elijah Hicks, 2). 


e Four members of Cal’s 2018 recruiting class joined the 
Golden Bears in January of 2018 as mid-year enrollees with 
the group including defensive back Chigozie Anusiem (La 
Habra, CA/Sonora HS), linebacker Colt Doughty (Los Gatos,

2018 NFL DRAFT 

The 2018 NEL Draft will be held April 26-28 at AT&T Stadium in Arlington, Texas. The event will be televised live by 
ESPN, ESPN2 and the NFL Network. 

Cal has had 27 first-round picks including 11 in the last 18 drafts and two No. 1 overall selections in quarterbacks Jared 
Goff (Los Angeles Rams, 2016) and Steve Bartkowski (Atlanta Falcons, 1975). At least one Cal player has been selected in 
the draft for 30 of the last 31 years with at least one in the top three rounds in 10 of the last 11. Cal has had a total of 235 
selections since the draft began in 1936 with three in the most recent NFL Draft in 2017 when quarterback Davis Webb (New 
York Giants, third round, No. 87 overall), wide receiver Chad Hansen (New York Jets, third round, No. 141 overall) and 
running back Khalfani Muhammad (Tennessee Titans, seventh round, No. 241 overall) were selected. 

Cal currently has 35 players on active NFL rosters including linebacker Mychal Kendricks and wide receiver Bryce Treggs 
of the Super Bowl LII champions Philadelphia Eagles. Kendricks was on the team’s active roster and played in Super Bowl LII 
while Treggs was a member of the practice squad.
